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Allies Marching on Hungary 
Four Nations Invaded by 
Reds--Hindenberg Fighting 
Again—Pacific Fleet to Be 
Doubled—Great Prosperity 
in Sight, Says Authority. 


PARIS, April 1.—What is con- 
structed as a warning that the world | 
could not long countenance further 
delay in the adjustment of peace 
was delivered to the allied premiers 
and military representatives of the 
associated powers by President Wil- 
son yesterday. 

It is learned that at a late hour 
Monday he arose during the confer- 
ence taking place in Premier Ciem. 
enceau’s room at the French war 
office, and solemnly assured the 
conferees of his belief that they! 
should do all in their power to 
bring together the loose ends in the 
debate in an effort to unite on! 
peace terms upon which a treaty 
might be presented to Germany. 

PARIS, April 1.—President Wil- 
son today explained that he was 
willing to accept his share of re- 
sponsibility for the peacs confer- 
ence delays. He was careful to 
point out that the slowness of the 
negotiations was not due to any sin- 
ete country or its representatives. 

He declared emphatically, how- 
ever, that the time for talk was vir- 
tually finished and that now was 
the time to show results. 


ALLIED ARMIES ARE 
MARCHING ON HUNGARY 


LONDON, April 1.—It is reported 
from Bucharest that entente troops 
are being lanted at Constanza, on 
the Black Sea coast, on their way 
to Hungary. 


BERLIN, April 1.—Allied troops 
that will begin a campaign against 
the Hungarian Bolsheviks have ar-| 
rived at Constanza, Rumania, ac- 
cording to advices from Bucharest 
today. 

British and Italian troops have 
arrived at  Pressburg, thirty-four | 
miles southeast of Vienna, and have 
occupied all the railway lines in the | 
vicinity, preliminary to joint mili- 
tary action against the reds. The; 
Serbians are preparing to intervene, 
also. 

German representatives at Buda- | 
pest have warned all German sub- 
jects to leave the city. 

The foregoing dispatches indicate 
that the entente is preparing for | 
military action against the Hunga- 
rian Bolsheviks on a big scale.
